Up  to  the  declaration  of  War  on  September  3rd  the 
v;ork  of  the  Sanitary  Authority  was  carried  on  normally  in.  all 
its  branches.  No  outstanding  matters  affecting  the  Public 
Health  require  special  mention  except  perhaps,  that  the 
occurrence  of  two  fatal  cases  of  typhoid  infection  at  Aylsham 
P.A.I.  necessitated  a  thorough  overhaul  and  reconditioning  of  the 
Sewage  disposal  works  there.  The  outbreak  was  traced  to  a 

chronic,  carrier. 

The  arrangements  made  for  the  Reception  of  2,354 
Evacuees  on  the  outbreak  of  war  worked  smoothly  on  the  whole,  but 
it  has  to  be  put  on  record  that  the  heavy  incidence  of  cases  of 
Impetigo,  Scabies,  and  Verminous  conditions  among  the  children 
was  a  source  of  much  difficulty,  apart  from  this,  it  is  worthy 
of  mention  that  no  cases,  of  diphtheria  or  Scarlet  Fever,  were 
notified  among  the  Evacuees.  All  details  and  records  of  the 
Years  work  are  being  -carefully  preserved,  for  presentation  at 
the  end  of  the  War.

INTERIM  REPORT  OF  THE  SENIOR  SANITARY  INSPECTOR  FOR  THE 

YEAR  ENDING  31 st  DECEMBER  1939. 


All  the  routine  duties  were  carried  out  regularly 
throughout  the  year.  The  carrying  out  of  Housing  repairs 
continued  until  the  outbreak  of  the  War,  and _ since  then  on  ^ 
immediately  essential  repairs  have  been  required.  The  programm 
of  sampling  from  Accredited  Milk  Producers  was  completed,  an 
efficiency  of  meat  inspection  was  maintained  throughout  the  year. 
The  provision  of  water  supply  from  the  newly  provided  mains  a 
secured  in  a  considerable  number  of  houses. 


The  Council  had  prepared  a  Scheme  for  the  building  of 
41  houses,  but  this  was  suspended  at  the  outbreak  of  the  war. 
was  also  necessary  to  postpone  the  two  Sewerage  Schemes  in  the 


Southern  Parishes  comprising,  Gatton,  Hellesdon,  Sprowston, 
and  part  of  Horsham  St.  Faith  and  in  the' Parish  of  Aylsham.
